On thes basis. the Chinese beheved that both sides could 
reach an agreement during the visit of the British foreign 
secre.ary But after the foreign secretary departed. eght 
meetings of the working group were held. and new 
problems and side issues cropped up unexpectedly The 
British side capressed the desire to issue bonds worth a 
total of $10 bilhon (hased on 1991 market values) that 
straddled the 199° transition The Chinese side beheves 
that the British have responded by laying aside more 
than $10 bilhon on reserves. while also wanting to create 
a $10-bilhon debt. greatly reducing the real reserves of 
the future SAR government Hence the low outy cighs 
the gain However the Chinese have no objections about 
issuing bonds that would not extend beyond 1997

In its Highly classified reper forecasting government 
reserves. the Hong Rong government sttessed that

In accordance with the understanding of the Chinese 
vide. in the Many airport meetings the Hrtiwh side has 
never provided the Chinese side with a total amount for 
local funds. although the Finance Department has stated 
publicly that they could be $80 bilhon in 1997) The 
Chinese beleve that in 1997 local funds will only 
amount to roughly $90 billion 


The Chinese believe that the Hong Kong government's 
statement that the sale of the orginal Rartek Airport site 
could bring in considerable income is untenable. because 
the total area of land for sale in Mong Kong each year is 
fined and does not exceed 80 hectares In addition. every 
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year there es an upper limit on revenues from land sales 
and the sale of Kartekhs land cannot merase that 
amount The Chinese estimate that the onginal ground 
at Kar-tek is fot good-al one pont a huge amount of Hil 
dirt was added. which could reduce the land's value 
Hence land sale revenues «ill not reach the level that the

With regard to the approach used by the Mong Kong 
overnment in handling the airport isue the Chinese 
eve that construction of the airport was something 

Hong Kong proposed on its own, and that they did not 

notity China at the outset The governor general of Hong 

Kong has gone abroad to encourage investment in the 

airport's construction. and discovered that foreign inves 

tors do not recognize that the present Hong Kong gov 
ernment represents the future SAR government The 
reaction in foreign business circles was not good. for they 
required Chinese support: This lustrates that the Hong 
Kong government has not handled the issue properly
